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Small number of civilians 
attend airmen’s graduation 

Graduating instructors from No 2 
K. I. S, received their Graduation Cer¬ 
tificates from His Excellency, the Karl 
of Athlone, Govern >r General of Canada 
at a public ceremony held at No. 19 S.F. 
T.S., Vulcan, on Wednesday afternoon. 
May 26th, befo.e a comparitively small 
crowd of civilians. 

Although the visit of His Excellency, 
the Earl of Athlone and Her Koyal 
Highness, Princess Alice to the Vulcan 
Airport was a strietly military visit and 
no civic formalities -could :he planned, 
through the kindness of the K.C. 
the Vulcan and Southern Alberta public 
were aff irded an opportunity of seeing 
the vice regal patt, and witnessing the 
ceremonies. 

The vice regal party arrived by plane 
from Lethbridge. The ceremony took 
place in front of the control tower where 
seven planes were arranged in a semi¬ 
circle on the tarmac and the personnel 
of the station were forhied up in front 
of them. 

The guard of honor was composed of 
the graduation class and a company of 
airwomen, the latter as a tiibute toll, 
K H Princess Alice who is Command¬ 
ant of the K.C. A.F. (W.D.) 

As the vice regal party approached, 
the Royal Standard was broken and 
heads were barred'as the bars >f the 
National Anthem rang out. His Excell¬ 
ency, accompanied by Air Vice Marshall 
Howsam, took the salute. 

The governor general then inspected 
the guard of honor. He was preceeded 
by his aide de camp, Captain Leverson 
Gower of the Cold Stream Guards, and 
Wing Commander C. F, Falkenberg, 
ELF.C. He passed down the ranks, stopp¬ 
ing to chat now and then and learning 
that practically all parts Of the Empire 
were represented'in the guard. Others 
accompanying them on the tour of in 
apection were H.U.H. Princess Alice 
who wore the..uniform of commandant 
of the R.C.A.F. (W.D.), Fit. Lieut. A. 
N. Marshall, Flying Officer Evans (\V . 
D.),,Wing Commander Fraser, Officer 
Commanding No. 19 S. F. T .S., Wing 
Commander Harvey, Officer Command¬ 
ing No. 2 F.I.S., Flt.-Lieut. C. G. And¬ 
erson and Sec. Officer Coyle! W.D.) 

The brass band from No. 15 S.F.T.S. 
Claresholm, played the National Anth¬ 
em as the governor general again took 
the salute. 

In introducing the distinguished visit¬ 
ors, Air Vice Marshall Howsam said 
that he was both proud and honored to 
welcome Their Excellencies to .the cere- 
momy. 

- He congratulated the men on having 
completed the course as instructors, re¬ 
minding them that their work was most 
important, and said that they would re¬ 
ceive their certificates from His Excell¬ 
ency, as Commander-in chief of the R. 
C.A.F. 

In a brief address to tha graduating 
class. His Excellency expressed the view 
that the men were no doubt pleased 
that their long training grind had been 
completed and that they were now an¬ 
xious to get on with the real job He en¬ 
dorsed the statement that ti eir work 
was most imporant, and knew from ex¬ 
perience how vital it is to have instruct 
ors who are fully trained and capable of 
carrying out instructional duties. He 
said he realized that they preferred 
• active combat but that they were doing 
a jolly good job of work for England, for 
tha Dominions and for the Allies.

Preparing For 
Meat Rationing 

More Than 4(1% Canada’s Meal 
. I’.oduclion Goes Overseas. No 

Heavy Restrictions on Farmers 

In C'alse of Home Slaughtering 

As the meat rationing period ap¬ 
proaches, butchers are being instruct¬ 
ed by means of charts ori a standard¬ 
ized system of cutting. The charts 
will show exactly how' much every 
cu,t of meat is worthjn terms of cou¬ 
pons. 

lt. is understood that Charts will be 
displayed for the benefit of customers 
to show exactly the kihd of cut that 
can be had for ration coupons. Kidney, 
liver and brain will not be rationed, 
np;- will any cut of meat containing 
over 50% of. bone. 

Farmers will be put on their honor 
not, to overdo their privileges of 
slaughtering meat for home 'consump¬ 
tion. But there will be restriction on 
the right'of Thrmers and other per¬ 
sons to slaughter .for sale. It is not 
intended to prohibit farmers from 
"slaughtering livestock for their own 
consumption or to sell to other far¬ 
mers for their own- use. Beef rings 
may still function provided member¬ 
ship is restricted to farmers obtain¬ 
ing meat for their own use. In order to 
control the supply of meat restric¬ 
tions of the right of all persons to 
slaughter livestock for, sale became 
effective April 19. Permanent permits 
will be granted by the War Time Pri¬ 
ces and Trade Board.' \ 

It_ has become necessary to have 
meat rationing because Britain now 
requires more ’than 40% of all meat 
Droduced in Canada. 

Second, the allowance to 'armed 
forces at home and abroad must be 
maintained and in face of the likeli¬ 
hood of a second Iront there will be 
heavier requirements. In certain parts 
of Canada local meat shortages devel¬ 
oped last year and this condition must 
be smoothed out. 

One 200 pound hog, dressed out, 
supplies sufficient bacon for rations 
for nine British people for a year. 
The British bacon ration is one-fourth 
pound per person per week.. 

Syrup Possible 
From Sugar Beets 

B. J. Whitbread, district agricultui 
ist, send the following instructions for 
making a sugar syrup out of sjigur- 
beets. The article says a few sugar 
beets grown in the home garden will 
help out the sugar rationing, by pro¬ 
viding a sugar syrup. 

The following is a condensed sum¬ 
mary of the recipe, based on five 
pounds of sliced beets: 

1. Wash, top, peel and slice beets 
to give five pounds of beets. 

2. Immerse and cover immediately 
with three quarts of boiling water. 

3. Boil for an hour until soft. 

4. Filter through cheese cloth and

6 . lait stand overnight to allow*to 
settle. 

7. Pour off clear solution and filter 
residue. 

8 . Boil down to half volume again.
